disciplinary social studies pro- 
grams emerged, and will be tested 
with pilot groups in the fourth and 
fifth grades of Bancroft and South, 
and by two Stowe and three Ban- 
croft sixth gradés this year, Pre- 
viously, social studies has relied 
pretty much on a textbook, em- 
phasizing only history and geogra- 
phy. 
The school committee approved 
the pilot programs and commended 
Hixon. and his staff for four weeks 
of hard work to determine the 
directions that Andover social stu- 
dies should take, and choose and 
assemble the curriculum. 

The approach will be ‘‘multi- 
media,’’ and ‘‘child-centered” as 
well as interdisciplinary. In lay- 
man’s language, this means that 
children will learn not only by 
reading a book and listening to one 
teacher, but also by individual 
research, watching film loops, 
hearing tapes, involving them- 
selves in projects, inquiry and dis- 
cussion, handling artifacts and 
even playing games. 

Interdisciplinary means that so- 
cial studies will mean not just 
history and geography, but anthro- 
‘pology, economics, political 
science, etc. 

The fourth grade pilot group will 
use the Educational Developmental 
Council’s curriculum package, a 
basically anthropological ap- 
proach, Comparing the life-cycles 
of three animals to mankind, it asks 
‘‘What is human about human 
beings, how did they get that way, 
and how can they become more 
so?’ Hixon said the EDC curricu- 
lum has been widely tested, in 
Brookline, Newton, Watertown and 
Methuen is using it this year. 

The school committee approved

As the budgets are finalized the 
administration who has the most 
knowledge concerning a segment 
of the budget shall consider it his 
responsibility to ‘sell it’*. It shall 
be the Superintendent’s responsi- 
bility to present the overall budget 
and rationale to the School Com- 
mittee, Finance Committee, and 
the community.

age, and release of the teachers 
involved for weekly training ses- 
sions in Methuen throughout the 
academic year. Cost of the fourth 
grade program after the first year, 
urchase of the core material 
itm loops, projector, etc) will 
be $4.50 per student, less than 
conventional textbooks, 

Fifth graders in South and Ban- 
croft will pilot the Minnesota cur- 
riculum, also a multi-media ap- 
proach, which centers on the study 
of man in the western hemisphere. 
It follows the EDC program very 
naturally. 

The sixth grade program will 
take specific cultures and relate 
them, comparing India, abackward 
country, with Japan, a more pro- 
gressive Asian country, but pro- 
gressive, and try to find why this 
is so. Russia will also be studied, 
to show its good points as well as 
our areas of deep disagreement 
with the Soviet, and there will be 
a unit on Ancient Greece, to show 
the background of our culture. 

When Dr. Katz asked what would 
happen when kids from these pro- 
grams hit the junior high schools, 
Hixon replied that the team looked 
forward to a chain reaction, 
bringing curriculum revision 
there.

Normandy stated that he felt that 
a good curriculum suited to the 
community needs had been pro- 
duced, and seven teachers were 
trained to teach it. 

Superintendent Seifert and the 
committee agreed that training of 
other teachers and public educa- 
tion about the intent and content 
of the’ program should - precede 
teaching of the curriculum, “al- 
though _Committeeman Daniel 
Frishman’s reaction was ‘*why 
wait??? 

Normandy said that he felt-the 
library he and his committee sys- 
tem had gathered should be made 
available to the whole system’s 
teachers, and to citizens as well, 
Normandy stated that the heart of 
the family living curriculum would 
always be in the dynamic discus- 
sion between children and 
teachers, with questions answered 
when children needed the answers, 
without ‘‘moralizing, or opinions, ’’ 
though curriculum’s aim is atti- 
tude development, which means a 
value structure.

Standard International Corpora- 
tion (AMEX), Andover, has re- 
ported that sales and earnings 
reached new record levels in the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1969.

Why do people come to Yoga? 
What do they get out of it, and 
what is Yoga, anyway? 

One of Andover’s attractions, 
those who have even briefly met 


her agree, is Andover’s Sue Luby, ' 


noted Yoga teacher: who has helped 
to found the Yoga Teacher’s as- 
sociation of America and started 
the Yoga ‘Teachers’ Workshop in 
Cambridge. 


More immediately, she is the 
reason two Andover women found 
themselves pictured on the pages 
of Woman’s Day last spring, dem- 
onstrating the Hatha Yoga exer- 
cise positions which Sue Luby 
teaches to women, and some 
couples, at the Ballardvale Com- 


munity Center, Woman’s Day spent‘ 


three days interviewing Sue Luby 
and some of her students. 


The Curious Citizen wondered 
first how Mrs, Ralph Luby, 5 
Wintergreen Circle, Andover, got 
involved in Yoga herself, Hatha or 
otherwise. 

Four years before she and her 
engineer husband decided that An- 
dover was ‘‘just the kind of com- 
munity we wanted to live in,” 
Sue was an overweight mother of 
two small children with backaches 
and tensions problems. After 
trying different kinds of fitness 
and calisthenic regimes, she found 
her way into Yoga exercise classes 
taught by Marcia Moore, probably 
America’s outstanding westerni- 
zer of Yoga principles. 


The results of Sue’s thorough 
study and practice of Hatha Yoga 
(that is, physical yoga, rather 
than off-in-the-corner meditation 
Yoga) were so noticeable that they 
impressed Sue’s neighbors as well 
as herself. Sue, who had been 
an education major at Endicott, 
began showing her friends. These 
sessions developed into classes, 
as Sue Luby studied further and 
became even further convinced of 
the benefits of Yoga to all kinds 
of people, and she wrote an 
instruction booklet. Her own self- 
development program became a 
career to help other women, some

over-weight, bursitis, arthritis, 
varicosity, ete. 


Sue points out special benefits 
Yoga’s ‘‘internal exercises” can 
be to blind people, and that it 
has helped certain paraplegics re- 
gain some control over paralyzed 
muscles, She is particularly in- 
terested in reaching hospital pa- 
tients, who are usually tense and 
keyed up. The best way may 
well be through training nurses 
who can then train patients to 
deliberately relax themselves, aid 
their mental state and recovery, 
and render some of the sedating 
medication unnecessary, Salem’s 
head visiting nurse sent her en- 
tire staff to Sue Luby’s classes, 
and other nurses have enrolled. 


US “AVERAGE” WOMEN 


But most of Sue Luby’s stu- 
dents are ‘‘average’’ women -- 
that is, they want to lose weight -- 
and, of course, feel fit into the 
bargain. 


Sue says that people come to 
Yoga with many different goals 
and usually they find them. But, 
she says, these goals often be- 
come the secondary ones in the 
long run. 

Like Sue, they may find in Yoga 
a relaxed sense of energy and 
increased selfconfidence through 
achieving a vital and supple bal- 
ance between mind and body. 

Well, what is Hatha Yoga that 
can do all this? 

It’s learning, and making habit- 
ual, deep diaphragmatic breathing 
and deliberate relaxation, through 
a series of yoga exercises which 
are performed slowly; each has 
the individual purpose of toning 
or strengthening a certain area 
of the body from the inside. 


There’s the ‘plow,’ the ‘‘blade,”” 
the shoulderstand, the headstand; 
these last two aim at increasing 
circulation, particularly in the 
brain, and resettling organs where 
they belong by reversing (but not 
defying!) gravity. 

The Curious Citizen was curious 
enough to try it out, and found 
the classes non-competitive and 
non-sweaty, which was a relief. 
They were alsoa surprising chance 
for undistracted concentra- 
tion, even if its only to keep the 
rest of the body relaxed while 
inhaling slowly and slowly raising 
that leg, with the knee stiff and 
the toe straight, so as to keep 
the maximum stretch on the back 
leg muscles, which sure need it. 
Did I say ‘‘only’’?

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Editorial Comment 
Commencement 


It may sound strange to comment on commencement as 
students return to their studies. We use the word advisedly, 
since as a new school year begins, possibly a word or two 
concerning the future will fall on attentive ears. 

Commencement speakers in June generally focus atten- 
tion on fields of endeavor for the graduates. 

The message here, is for students before they graduate. 

To June graduates of the past, speakers advised careers 
in electronics, space age technology, etc., as being the 
prime occupations of the future. 

Today, it might be advisable for our young people to 
pursue courses in problems dealing with pollution. 

Pollution is one of the nation’s leading problems and 
crying for solution. : 

Encountering the methods to cure rivers and clean the 
air, are not fully known, but in dire need of attention. 

Right here in the Merrimack Valley, cleaning up of the 
Merrimack and Shawsheen rivers is under study and com- 
munities such as Andover can forsee the expense of mil- 
lions of dollars to purify these rivers. 

Greatly expanding populations dictate that these streams 
must be used for public use. Elimination of pollutants, 
thus is mandatory. 

Solid waste disposal is another problem. 

How long can Andover’s sanitary disposal site last, 
even with its expanded area? 

Here is another problem. 

To the student who aims his sites and studies toward 
pollution abatement, lies a profitable future. 

That future is necessary if this country is to survive. 

The reason for the word commencement, is to emphasize 
the planning on the part of young people now rather than 
in the post graduate days.

Honesty 


Stories of late have told of widespread abuses of the 
medicare and medicaid programs in certain states. Reports 
describe how millions of dollars of allegedly unjustified 
charges have been collected by unscrupulous medical 
practitioners. Although the sums involved are picayune 
compared to the billions of dollars dispensed through the 
government programs, the principles of ethics and ordinary 
honesty at stake are cause for concern. 

Dr. Dwight L. Wilbur, president of the American Medical 
Association, points out that the vast majority of physi- 
cians serving medicare patients are not overcharging for 
their services. He declares, ‘‘Most physicians are acting 
honorably and with utmost restraint.’"The medical profes- 
sion is making a great effort to identify and weed out dis- 
honest doctors who betray their oath as professional men 
serving the public. We have been successful in this 
search, but a few physicians remain who still are not 
identified,:We shall search them out and expose them, for 
the good of the entire profession,’’ Dr. Wilbur requested 
cooperation from governmental agencies in uncovering 
*‘violators of the law.” 

The medical profession is as concerned with correcting 
the financial abuses of medicare and medicaid as it is 
with correcting other problems accompanying massive ex- 
pansion of government in the medical-care field, 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

Isn’t it high time for fluorida- 
tionists and antifluoridationists to 
move toward understanding instead 
of pushing hard against each other 
to land in deeper misunderstand- 
ing? We of Alert think-so. 

As a start, we want to make clear 
that we expect no fluoride-free 
water. We have no objection to the 
natural fluoride in the water so 
long as it is not excessive by public 
health standards. 

We do object to the addition of 
what the chemists tell usis amuch 
more soluble, and therefore much 
more toxic, fluorine compound to 
the water. We object to having this 
substance put in the public water 
supply not for the purpose of 
making the water safe and potable 
but for the purpose of treating the 
people. We object to having the 
water used as a vehicle to deliver 
and administer a drug to the people 
without each individual’s explicit 
informed consent, 

We are not trying to keep the 
children from having what they 
need. If a child needs a prescrip- 
tion drug (fluoride or other), let 
him have it, at public expense if 
necessary, responsibly prescribed 
by a physician, according to law. 
Further, we maintain that every 
person, child or adult, has.a moral 
right to the best scientific, . in- 
dividual treatment that modern 
medicine can provide - this again 
at public expense if necessary. 

But - we respectfully ‘submit 
that no person or group of persons, 
professional or not, official or not, 
has a moral right to force a drug 
on a population except in case of 
contagious disease, We would point 
out that even in case of contagious 
disease those persons whose health 
would be injured (as medically 
determined) by a drug being ad- 
ministered generally to prevent a 
contagious disease do not have to 
take that drug; their health is not 
expendable, even to protect the 
public at large from contagious 
disease. In the case of the drug 
sodium fluoride, now being ad- 
ministered to the people of Andover 
by the Water Department by order 
of the Board of Health for the pur- 
pose of preventing a certain amount 
of dental caries in children (not a 
contagious condition), there is no 
protection for the people for whom 
this drug is contraindicated. 

Even if a person’s own physician 
says that the person must not take 
this drug, and even if the person 
is having symptoms of fluorine 
poisoning, there is no escape from 
the drug in the water unless the 
person is able to take extra- 
ordinary measures, such as 
hauling water from the Abbot well, 
or digging a private well, or moving 


away from Andover. There are 
people who simply cannot take any 
of these extraordinary measures. 
That is why the situation is an 
emergency for these people - not 
just an extra burden or’ incon- 
venience, as it is for many, but 
a real emergency. 

This emergency is serious for 
certain elderly people who are 
being subjected to fluoride treat- 
ment through the water supply. 
They believe, on medical advice, 
that the drug is harmful to them, 
but they. cannot get to the Abbot 
well, or dig their own wells, or 
move away fromAndover. Although 
some of these elderly people for 
whom the drug is contraindicated 
may not yet suffer symptoms of 
incipient fluorine poisoning, all 
suffer anxiety from realizing that 
they are trapped in this situation. 

Since it is the town’s action of 
fluoridating that has trapped these 
elderly people, we believe that the 
town of Andover has an immediate 
obligation to do what it can to begin, 
at least, to remove this health 
hazard from these people - by 
supplying to them suitable water 
not artificially fluoridated.

‘Many painstaking 
studies have been conducted among 
these people by’ competent inves- 
tigators, yet no one has been able 
to find any adverse physiological 
effect.’’

Sept. 12, Jews all over the world 
will gather to observe the Jewish 
New Year, Rosh Hashanah, one of 
the most ancient and sacred days 
of their history. Services are 
scheduled at Temple Emanuel, 
Lawrence. According to the 
Hebrew calendar, the year 1969 is 
the Hebrew year 5730. The Jewish 
New Year is markedly different in 
character from the joyous, exu- 
berant celebrations of other 
peoples. It is the first of the great 
‘‘Days of Awe,” a ten-day period, 
culminating in the Day of Atone- 
ment, Yom Kippur.

Though the holiday is a solemn, 
introspective one, it is colored by 
an underlying joyousness in its 
traditional songs and the poetry 
which has been incorporated into 
the service.

1-93 with its insulated channels. 
And so it is that this new law 
shall prove equally defeating of 
its purpose. 

The time and effort that has 
been consumed on it would have 
been usefully employed seeking 
to induce all concerned to em- 
bark on The Thing of the 1970's: 
the plan for entirely new cities 
of which mention has been made 
before; cities so attractive that 
even the age old dream of a place 
in the country would no longer 
have allure, 

In that is the hope, the promise 
for the kind of America that its 
vast capitalistic resources have 
made possible it we have but the 
wit to redirect parts of our de- 
fense, space and education budgets 
as well as the farm subsidy budget 
into this next great breakthrough 
in the grand manner of progress 
for which America and its Cap- 
italists are renowned and emu- 
lated at home, beyond the seas; and 
now even unto Moon. 

The need is there, the priority 
has been defined: Reward without 
end awaits those who have the 
courage to master the challenge.

The selectmen have approved the 
examination of departmental bud- 
gets by the finance committee. 

The FinCom had stated earlier 
this year that it was desirous of 
examining budgets in order to be 
more familiar with departmental 
operations. At the time town 
counsel was asked for a ruling on 
such activity and it was emphasized 
that department heads were 
responsible to the town manager 
under provisions of the charter. 

The policy statement issued by 
the board this week, permits the 
FinCom to audit and investigate 
expenditure of funds, but also 
states that department heads will 
continue to present budget requests 
to the manager. 

The statement reads: 

‘*The board of selectmen has ap- 
proved the request of the finance 
committee that it be permitted to 
audit and investigate the expendi- 
ture of funds as voted by Town 
Meeting. 

‘*The purpose of this activity is 
that the finance committee shall 
be fully informed as to the needs 
of the various departments and, 
therefore, better able to make 
recommendations to the towns- 
people on future budget requests. 

*‘All employees of the town are 
requested to cooperate with mem- 
bers of the finance committee to- 
ward the accomplishment of the 
above-named purpose. 

**The board of selectmen wishes 
to have it clearly understood that 
all department heads will continue 
to present their budget requests 
directly to the town manager in 
accordance with our town char- 
ter.
